Joint  Parent  Programme 

Y\  r-  George  Mager  of  McGill  University  spoke  to  a  crowd  of  over  300  parents  at  Selwyn  House  School  on  October  20,  1993,  in 

X-^  the  first  of  a  series  of  joint  parent  information  evenings  for  all  schools  in  the  QAIS.  The  series  is  part  of  the  health  promotion 
program  providing  support  services  to  students  and  families. 

Dr.  Mager  is  an  outstanding  international  and  national  lecturer  who  has  presented  over  200  workshops  to  teachers,  psychologists, 
special  educators,  administrators  and  parents.  He  received  the  Order  of  Canada,  in  1990  and  the  Bicentennial  Medal  in  1992.  Dr.  Mager 
studied  psychology  at  Harvard  University. 

Dr.  Mager  presented  an  infonnative  and  stimulating  lecture.  He  stressed  that  adolescence  is  a  time  of  young  people  sorting  out  who 
am  I?  Parenting  is  developmental.  The  nature  of  parenting  changes  as  kids  grow  and  change.  Dr.  Mager  recommends  that  parents  be 
neither  authoritarian  nor  permissive  but  rather  authoritative.  He  states  that  what  kids  need  are  parents  who  structure  their  children's  lives, 
set  limits  and  yet  are  also  v\  arm.  caring,  and  communicative.  It  is  important  to  be  a  concerned  parent  and  help  reassure  children  that  their 
confusions,  experiences  and  fantasies  are  normal.  However,  he  cautions  that  the  concern  should  not  be  overdone.  Kids  don't  need  a 
hovering  parent.  Rather.  Dr.  Mager  encourages  parents  to  become  interesting  people  in  themselves  so  that  they  have  stimulation  and 
fulfillment.  As  the  kids  would  id\...Get  a  Ufe\ 

We  are  very  fortunate  that  Dr.  Mager  was  able  to  give  one  of  his  last  public  lectures  in  our  community  at  Selwyn  House  School. 

The  second  lecture  in  the  Parent  Information  Evenings  will  be  held  at  Miss  Edgar's  and  Miss  Cramp's  School  on  November  16.  1993. 
This  evening  will  provide  an  opportunity  to  examine  issues  of  adolescent  body  image  and  also  to  receive  information  concerning  the 
Health  Awareness  Day  that  will  be  held  at  both  Selwyn  House  School  and  ECS  on  November  19,  1993.  This  will  be  a  full  day  of 
workshops  on  numerous  health  issues,  a  play  and  a  multimedia  presentation  for  all  students  in  Grades  7  to  11.

Opportunities  for  Youth 


rhe  Forum  for  Young  Canadians  brings  together  500  senior 
high  and  CEGEP  students  to  Ottawa  to  study  the  processes 
of  the  federal  government.  Sessions  explore  relationships  between 
the  press,  government,  business,  labour,  and  the  justice  system.  Any 
student  between  16  and  19  is  eligible  and  two  can  be  nominated 
from  each  school.  The  tuition  is  $660  and  the  school  will  make  a 
contribution. The  candidates  must  select  one  of  the  following  dates: 
March  12-19,  March  19-26,  April  16-23  or  April  23-30. 

Encounters  With  Canada  also  brings  together  youth  from  across 
Canada  to  learn  about  government  institutions  and  cultural  centers. 
One  of  six  different  themes  is  highlighted  every  week  including:  arts 
and  culture,  science  and  technology,  law  and  journalism, 
communications  and  business,  and  entrepreneurship.  Dates  are 

«lable  weekly  from  September  to  June.  The  tuition  is  $495  and 
school  w  ill  make  a  contribution. 


The  Rotary  Exchange  Programme  offers  the  possibility  of  a 
student  spending  a  year  in  one  of  54  different  countries.  The 
applicant  should  be  a  post-secondary  school  student  and  will  stay 
with  a  local  rotary  family  and  attend  school  in  the  host  country.  The 
student  receives  free  room  and  board  but  must  be  responsible  for 
round-trip  air  transport,  clothing,  health  insurance  and  incidental 
expenses. 

Peer  Counselling  is  a  service  offered  by  the  Westmount  CLSC 
which  trains  volunteers  to  be  Youth  Counsellors.  In  eight  training 
sessions,  these  students  learn  about  communication,  problem  solving 
and  are  asked  to  assist  the  CLSC  with  their  Youth  Hot  Line.

\^  to  spend  the  afternoon  at  the  Montreal  Museum  of  Fine  Arts  for 
a  combination  workshop  and  tour. 

The  boys  and  I  first  viewed  Field  by  Antony  Gormley.  Field  is  an 
installation  of  forty  thousand  clay  figures  placed  on  the  floor  in  two 
rooms.  Mr.  Gormley  is  a  Latin  American  artist  and  one  interpretation  of 
the  meaning  of  his  multiple  hitmanoid  figures  is  that  it  is  a  comment  on 
the  world's  overpopulation. 

We  then  proceeded  with  our  guide  to  see  the  rooms  of  Inuit 
sculpture.  The  sculptures  provide  a  glimpse  of  life  in  the  Arctic  through 
images  of  everyday  life,  myths  and  wildlife.  After  learning  about  some 
of  the  Inuit  myths,  we  were  all  given  sketch  pads  and  had  a  great  time 
doing  contour  drawings  of  the  sculptures. 

The  highlight  of  the  afternoon  was  the  sculpture  workshop.  The 
students  worked  with  air  hardening  clay  in  a  spacious  atelier.  The  works 
created  reflected  the  inspiration  of  the  sculptures  that  were  viewed 
previously. 

This  same  workshop  will  be  repeated  throughout  the  year  by  all 
Grade  7  and  8  Art  students.

Japanese  Visitors  to  Canada,  Eh? 

Last  June  seven  Selwyn  House  students  travelled  to  Japan  for  two  weeks  as  guests  of  Josai  Kawagse  High  School,  a  private  school  for  boys 
located  in  a  Tokyo  suburb.  We  are  now  planning  to  return  their  hospitality  next  summer.  The  dates  are  not  yet  fixed,  but  most  likely  this  will  be  a 
two-week  visit  in  August  '94. 

This  connection  with  Josai  is  one  we  would  like  to  become  a  regular  fixture  in  our  calendar,  so  that  every  two  years  some  of  our  students  will 
have  the  chance  to  experience  Japanese  schooling,  culture  and  language  in  a  home-stay  environment  (see  the  October  Newsletter  for  a  report  on 
the  June  "93  trip).
